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FOE THE INSANE, 

Is situated in a retirctl part of the country, nine miles from Manchester, 
and the buildings have been erected and the grounds laid out with 
special reference to the most approved methods of treatment, at an 
expense of about £25,000. 

Tite general plan and arrangements have gained the approbation 
of those most conversant with such establishments, both in this country 
and on the Contincnt, and reeeived the unqualified approval of Her 
Majcsty's Commissioncrs of Lunacy, on their recent official visit to the 
Hospital. 

The objecto ofits founders and trustees are, to providc the most 
efficient means for the eure of insanity in those who belong to the 
middlc and upper classes of society, whose means are too limited to 
obtain forthem the requisite assistance elsewhere, and also to secure to 
more wcalthy patients every advantage offered by the best private 
establishments, free from even the suspicion that intcrested motives 
might operate to prolong their conßnement unnecessarily. 

A Medical officer of high Standing and qualifications constantly 
residea in the Hospital, and it is regularly visited by two of the 
Physicians of the Manchester Royal Infirmary, annually electcd by 
their colleagues ; but in case of any of the other Physicians of that 
staff being preferred as special Medical attendant or Consultant, 
arrangements may be made to that effect. 

Accommodation is provided at the rate of £1 ls. per week, or 
upwards, aecording to the apartments and amount of extra attendance 
desired. 

Mr. Dicksok, the resident Medical officer, will at all times bc 
happy to give further information, or afford the opportunity of forming 
an opinionon the merits of the Institution by personal inspection. 
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
